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Introduction: 

The principal activity of BGFIEND for the month of 
October was the FIEND-VALUABLE meeting that was held in 
TPCREDQ on the 22nd of the month and which lasted tor 
four days. VALUABLE was represented by w /tnd his 
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stressed that ZKCRC1N favors an independent HTFLONMLAHD 
and secondly, that a greater understanding between 
HTNEIGS and VALUABLE was to be encouraged. Emphasis 
was placed on a firm policy in directing any all-out 
operation against the BGGIPSY regime j otherwise any 
agreement between the two exile committees would be 
useless with respect to controlling Robert B. Keevil 
and his possible ambitions toward HTFLOWERLAND . Pro- 
paganda Whs discussed: mailing campaigns should be 

accelerated and more should be done in publicizing 
HTNEIGH to the world. 

In the matter of propaganda supply drops, BGFIEND and 
VALUABLE are to exchange technical data and collaborate 
on suitable items but to operate distinctly individually. 
With respect to intelligence it was agreed that the 
FIEND-VALUABLE intelligence exchange program is being 
exploited at near-maximum levels and that the real 
problem of securing better intelligence will depend 
largely on securing the services of better agents. 

A resume of FIEND operations for the past year was read 
which included the number of bodies infiltrated and 



still on hand, leaflet missions plus resupply drops 
and infiltration by air. 

VALUABLE included the number of teams they have infil- 
trated, showing whether by sea or overland. In the 
final wind up of this meeting reemphasis' was placed on 
greater integration of FIEND-VALUABLE operations and, 
for the future, the importance was stressed of not 
using low-level agents on these teams. It was conceded 
that most of the failures of the 1951 teams resulted 
direetly from the use of ^Lo^^t^pe agents 
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containing photographs and descriptions of 
HTFDQWERS who had either been fired or resigned from 
Lally’s JBPAISON. identity (1) is having these sen 
followed to establish what contacts they are staking 
and what letter drops they were having access to.

To ICERINK and contacted^ 
at BGMIDBI to lay on request for air transportation. 
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10 October Jand writer went to Wangness at 

Th 06 tiours. ^writer gave a brief congratulation and 
farewell address to HTPLOWMS following which they 
gathered in the courtyard, the scene of parting em- 
braces and final loading aboard. As we started out we 
spotted a woman casing the estate grounds from a hill 
overlooking the gate-way* We froze the convoy under 
shelter for 1$ minutes to wait for an opening to proceed. 
Time being of the essence we were compelled to run the 
"blockade" and struck out for the main road. The writer, 
^who was aboard the loaded HTFLOWSS truck ran back to tip 
off/ Mto putj 'on a casing job of this 

woman whose ■actionswere orHa highly suspicious nature. 

We reached the air base in HTEXOTIC area at lBkQ hours. 

Some slight confusion appeared when the writer made con- 
tact with the desk sergeant at night operations who dis- 
claimed any advance notice of a "black air mission” due 
in that evening. The writer was fortunate, after some 
delay, in a priority contact with ZASMATE OPS at QKCHRHT 
and the Asunder standing was straightened cut. The 
writer, being in uniform as usual for this type of opera- 
tion, found this of much assistance in securing freedom 
of access to wing platforms to permit contact with It. 

_lear and secure his assistance in obtaining covert clear- 
ance for unloading procedure. The C-5U came in on schedule. 
As it w[a3 cold and windy the HTFLQWERS remained huddled 
inside the truck and, thanks to excellent cooperation 
by the ZASMATl OPS Officer, we obtained a bucket of 
coffee and dished At out to all the bodies. When the 
airplane arrived, T _jwas aboard and assisted 

at the loading. The writer secured a "fork" from ZASMATE 
Repair Shops to raise the csygo to plane floor levels. 

Due to an oversight, J _jad failed to notify us as 
to net weight of the crates which exceeded 800 lbs* 
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A brief counsel was held on the field with the ZASEHATE 
personnel more or less insisting on leaving some of this 
gear behind, as it would otherwise require knocking out 
the stays in the rear of the plane to secure head clear* 
ance. In the end we won out and got all gear sqfely 
stowed aboard back of the bodies* 

To avoid another embarrassing call-down by ZASEHATE Opera- 
tions, following a previously badly soiled airplane, the 
writer passed out PX paper sacks to the bodies in prepar- 
ation of rough weather.

15 October - Contacted^ 1 ^regarding the 

Went to Sigfial office at 
LCLAYER and contacted the staff handling film releases.

these films have been shown. Present plans call for 
continued use of this equipment. 

We received the bad news on Radio LYCEUM regarding the 
capture and disposal of members of our infiltrated teams

from this entire training area after keeping up appear- 
ances for a month or two longer. He feels we are too 
near the BGGIPSY steamroller, only 6 hours away in case 
of attack.

29 October - Contacted Identity (1»), who Is the legal 
representative of the owner of the Wangness Estate, and 
arrangements were made to go to Identity (5) for luncheon 
as Roger T. Wangness’ guest. Left Wednesday, 31 October, 
at 0500 for Identity (5) and arrived at target at 121*5 
hours j travel time 6 hours and 1*5 minutes, and on time. 
Lunched with Roger Wangness at the Baur-au-lac. The
